Danville. 111., March 10. — Tho 


grand jury Of 
VermilJion 
county, 


which has been investigating alleged 
election frauds, has been dismissed 
by Judge Kimbrough until April 17. 
after making a scorching report on 
the political situation nere. 


The recess is taken on account of 
the coming election, and the grand 
jury will resume its sitting the day 
after election. 


No politicians or leading citizens 


were indicted, the accused being all 
precinct captains and workers. Wil- 
liam Brown, a member of the city 
election commission, was indicted for 
receiving money from a candidate to 
influence his vote. 
The grand jury, before adjourning, 


adopted resolutions which will be 
sent to the governor and members 
of the state assembly from this dis- 
trict asking that a law be enacted 
making the first offense for purch- 
asing votes disfranchisement for five 
years and the" second disfranchi&e- 
ment for life. 
Other resolutions were adopted 


complaining of the obstructive tac- 
tics pi Jeadiug citizens and condemn- 
ing County Judge Lawrence T. Allen 
for appointing W. C. Brown on the 
city election commission. 


Scorching Resolutions. 


The resolutions were as follows: 
"Whereas, we. the members of the 


grand jury selected and serving for^ 
the January term, 1911,, of the cir-* 
cuit court of Vermillion county, 111.. 
have concluded our work for the 
present sitting and have decided to 
adjourn until the further order of 
the court: and. 
"Whereas, we deem it proper and 


desirable to acquaint the citizens of 
Vermillion county with certain facts 
that have come to our knowledge, 
and with certain difficulties that have 
obstructed our investigations, we 
adopt this means to report: 
"1. That a most astounding state 


at political corruption 
prevails 
in 


Terrnillion county, and especially in 
Danville township; that the election 
'aws have been openly 
and 
fre- 


quently violated and that vast sums 
of money have been frequently used 
:n corrupting the electorate. 
"2. That owing to the suppres- 


sion of evidence and a well-pianned 
conspiracy to conceal crime by the 
s-holesale commission of perjury the 
;orrupt politicians have rendered it 
extremely difficult for the grand jury 
•o obtain proof of violation of the 
slection laws. 
"3. That the grand jury has 


been unfortunate in not having the 
co-operation and loyal support of the 
sheriff and his assistants in the in- 
vestigation of election bribery, these 
officers apparently being in sympathy 
with those suspected of election of- 
."enses. 
"4. 
That political corruption has 


frequently found encouragement in 
the acts of public officials, a notable 
instance of recent occurrence being 
the appointment of one W. C. Brown 
as an election commissioner of the 
city of Danville by County Judge 
Law-rence T. Allen.
